Curiously enough it has been from Secretary W allace 
of the department of agriculture and his assistant, Rexford 
Indwell, that .Americans have heard the most r e s p e c t f u l and

Russian

planned economy. 
Ibis is noteworthy. 
While som ething ol 
a case might be made out of the factory w orker under the i 
C om m unist system as practiced in Russia, larm conditions I 
are intolerable, and tin* state of the Russian peasant 
is 
wretched beyond description. A n y attem pt to impose upon 
A m erican farmers anything remotely approaching conditions 
on the best conducted Russian collective farms would provoke 
arm ed resistance at once. 
Sixty-five per cent of the Russian peasants, I learned in 
Moscow, are now established on collective farms, T he re 
m auling 35 per cent are individual farmers, nominally own 
ing their farms and selling for their ow n benefit sin h ol I heil 
products as are left after the tax collector has taken over the 
larger part for tire state. 
I lie collective farms are of two types. 
I he first is 
kn o w n as the “artel, 
in which only the land and the horses 
are pooled, and the individual is permitted to retain lux house, 
garden, chickens, pigs and so on. 
Ila* second is the 
com 
m im e ’’ type, in which everything is pooled a n d life is wholly 
communistic, with com m on living quarters, c o m m o n dining 
room and com m on arrangem ents for tile care of children. 
T h e latter form has proved unsatisfactory and ultimately 
all farms are to be of the “ artel" model. 
T he foreman of each collective farm is appointed by the 
political leader of the region. I Ie lays out all of the work of 
the farm, assisted by a so-called expert from the nearest 
tractor station. At every tractor station there is a “ political
